oe ae war-time prohibition act, which goes into effect July 1, was passed 
Aug. 31 last, as a legislative rider to the emergency agricultural appro- 
The bill carrying the act as a rider was signed by Presi- 
dent Wilson Nov. 21, 10 days after the signing of the armistice. 

The war-time prohibition act provides that no intoxicants shall be manu- 
factured after May 1, 1919, and that none may be sold for beverage purposes 
after June 30 “until such time as the President proclaims demobilization to

“COKE KING,” ALSO 


Father Had Spoken of Neces- 


sity of Entailing His Prop- 
erty in His Will to Prevent 
Its Dissipation. 
Three distinct developments, all in- 
dicating that a short time prior to 


the murder of Stephen M. Reddish, 
wealthy Jerseyville land owner, he 


had not allowed his son, Dr. Horace 
Augustus Reddish, as much money as, 


Dr. Reddish wanted, became known 
yesterday. One of the things for 
which Dr. Reddish required money 
was the purchase of morphine, to 
which he is addicted, and he. sstill 
owes for some which he got. from 
“Big Henry” Wilsman of 2835 Lemp 
avenue, St. Louis, known to revenue 
officers as “the Coke King.” 

Dr. Reddish is held without bail in 
the Jersey County Jail, charged 
with killing his father, who, with 
Rachael Cisco, a negro housekeeper, 
was found shot to death in the Red- 
dish home’ April 30. 

It was learned in Jerseyville yes- 


-terday that, about two months ago, 


Dr. Reddish, who had no income ex- 
cept from hijs father, applied to two 


| Jerseyville men, in succession, for a 


loan of $500, which was refused, and 
that he made a third attempt, which 
also was a failure, to obtain such a 
loan. 

Referred Him to Bank. 

In all three quarters to which Dr. 
Reddish made application, he was 
told that if he really needed the 
money he should be able to gét it at 
the bank where his brother Clarence 
is cashier. He told one of the men 
to whom he applied that he wanted it 
to go after his wife, who has lived in 
Boston since she was separated from 
him, more than two years ago. Dr. 
Reddish has since said, however, that 
he had not intention of rejoining his 
wife. 

Two of the men of whom he sought 
the loan yesterday declined to talk 
to a reporter about it, one of them 
gnying that he preferred to remain 
silent because of his business con- 
nections with Clarence*Reddish. The 
latter has repeatedly said that he 
wanted the facts cleared up, regard- 
jess of whether they implicated his 
brother. 

Another development was the dis- 
covery that Dr. Reddish had not yet 
paid for the last morphine which 
he obtained from “Big Henry” Wils- 
man, who pleaded guilty Tuesday to 
Selling cocaine, and was fined $3000 
in the Federal Court here. Wilsman 
and Burt (‘‘Yellow’’) Grant are under 
bonds of $3000 and $2000, respective- 
ly, charged with violating the anti- 
narcotic act, following the purchase 
Thursday by a Post-Dispatch report- 
er, Working with the Federal author- 
ities, of 30 grains of morphine, by 
means of a note addressed by Dr. 
Reddish to Wilsman. 

The third additional circumstance 
Was a statement to reporters by 
George House, an‘acquaintance of 
Stephen Reddish, that Reddish com- 
plained to him about two months ago 
of the amount of money Dr. Reddish 
had been spending, and added: “I 
haven't been giving him much; I 
can't. It isn’t that I mind the money, 
but he is ruining his health.” House 
understood this to refer to Dr. Red- 
dish’s use of morphine. 

House said Reddish went on to 
Say that “I will have to entail all I 
leave him, anyway, or he would run 
through with all of it, and die a pau- 
per.” As a matter of fact, he had 
entailed all his property in a will 
made earlier, although it is not be- 
HMeved that Dr. Reddish knew the 
Provisions of the will. 

“If Gus was like Clarence I would 
let him have $25,000, but now it 
Would only be doing him an injury,” 
House said Reddish continued. 

Bought Morphine Repeatedly. 

Talking with a reporter in the jail 
Friday, Dr. Reddish repeated his 
Statement of Wednesday that he had 
repeatedly bought morphine from 
Wilsman, and added that he had once 
bought it of Grant, who served a 
Fentence of a year and a day, end- 
ing two years ago, for selling narcot- 
ics. 

The Post-Dispatch reporter by 
Whom Dr. Reddish sent the note to 
‘Wilsman paid $25 for the 30 grains. 
The actual retail value of that 
Amount, if sold legitimately, on a 
prescription, would have been less 


than $3.

ach and intestinal gases were.so severe that 
they caused irregular heart action and often 
fits of great mental depression.

But perhaps the most interesting case that 
Christian told me of was fhat of a multi-mil- 
lionaire—a man 70 years old, who had been 
traveling with his doctor for several years 
in a search for health. He was extremely 
emaciated, had chronic constipation, lumbago 
and rheumatism. For over twenty years he 
had suffered with stomach and intestinal trou- 
ble’ which in reality was superaciduous secre- 
tions in the stomach. The first menus given 
him were designed to remove the causes of 
acidity, which was accomplished almost over- 
night. And after this was done he seemed to 
undergo a complete rejuvenation.

Policewomen who handle such details 


recently gathered up the biggest 
crop in the city’s history—Greatest 
erowds ever gathered on the streets 
brought the little ones along and 
“many became separated in throngs 


INDING and restoring lost children to their 
natural prote-tors has kept the womeét’s 
section of the St. Louis Police Department 
very busy since the soldiers began return- 
ing from France to receive the plaudits and 
greetings of a grateful people. The cere- 
monies, replete with martial music and 
caught the fancy of the children 
s well as their elders, and young America could net 
~ overlooked when the family parties started out 
‘o cheer the heroes. To help along the fullest rep- 
resentation, the schools were closed; and then mother 
and father had no excuse to go to the Court of Honor, 
Oc any other place in the vicipity of the exercises, with- 
out litth Mary, Genevieve, Johnny and Willie. 

Very diminutive Americans were keen for these 
cemonstrations and there was no other course left but 
to include them in all the arrangements. Hence they 
went along, and when they entered the greatest throngs 
ever assembled at any time in the city's history, many 
of them became separated from their parents and lost 
in the surging crowds, and thereupon the policewomen 
became busy. In this organization of 14 women there are 
three especially assigned to trace all persons who are 
reported missing, whether they are young, old or 
middie aged. On the days devoted to the reception 
of the soldiers the entire corps was employed hunt- 
ing for the little wanderers who got away in the 
pushing multitude. 


When the boys of the 128th Field Artillery had their 


parade in a comparatively small district, the spec- 
tators were packed in Twelfth street, along Olive, 
between Twelfth and Broadway and on Washington 


avenue, as humanity was never jammed here before; at 
east not in the recollection of the oldest spectators. 
How fragile women who braved that crowd, dragging 
little children by the hand, ever emerged from it with 
their lives, astonished many. As it was, fully a hun- 
dred or more collapsed and had to be carried away in 
embulances. These mishaps accounted for some of the 
stray kiddies picked up on that big day, but there were 
many otters, temporarily lost,’ who were not the 
victims of fainting spells. They became detached from 
the fatherly or motherly hold because of the extreme 
difficulty of keeping together when the crowds were 
pushing and charging from all di- 


One little girl, not more than 3, could barely lisp 
the name of the corner grocer from whom her mother 
purchased her supplies, and it was then a certainty 
that that mother’s anxiety was scheduled for quick 
relief. Where there were two or three of the same 
family, or grogp, lost, they were found still holding 
hands. One trio, ranging from 6 to 3 years, was lo- 
cated long after the parade had disbanded on the 
Eighteenth street viaduct looking for more soldier 
trains and still tightly holding hands. The eldest 
of the party, a bright-looking little miss, admitted 
that she was just beginning to feel frightened when 
the relief party, consisting of a smiling policewoman, 
came along and gathered up the wee wanderers in her 
motherly arms. This particular trio had been last seen 
by their frantic mother, who was then waiting at the 
police station, fully two hours before at Twelfth street 
and Washington avenue.- The eldest child said that 
they spent some time looking for their mother and 
vere then caught in the mass that pushed through the 
Court of Honor to the city hall. Then they. followed 
the soldiers to the trains. 

Children were picked up looking in show windows, 
quite unterrified, a condition that was in marked con- 
trast with that of their.anxious parents. Some of the 
wandering juveniles had the good fortune to fall into 
the hands of sympathetic women, who regsled them 
with candies and other panacea that quickly dispersed 
their tears and even reconciled them to the horrors of 
being lost. One stoutly built woman, with her hat at an 
seute angle, when it was designed to set some other 
way, looked very tired and worfi when she appeared 
at the station carrying a 3-year-old in her arms and 
leading a.little girl about 5 by the hand. She had 
found the pair crying at Sixth and Olive streets and* 


entertained them until the parade had passed; then 
she won their affection via the ice cream route. Next 


she sought the police, and as the younger of the two 
was about exhausted, she carried the little one in her 
arms. A very happy mother it was who received this 
party, and her dread that they would fall under a 
street car or be run down by an automobile soon faded 
into a memory. 

Just about this time another little girl, not over 5, 
with face and hands smeared with chocolate and finger 
marks betokening the same confection marking what 
had been a most orderly. white frock, turned up in the 
hands, of another finder. This little lass had her small 
flag and proudly boasted that her uncle was in the 
parade. She was not at all inclined to be panicky, but 
that state of mind was, of course, attributed to the 
kindly ministration of the good samaritan who lifted 
her out of the crush. 

The women’s division of the Police Department is 
under the general direction of Detective Sergeant John 
A. Brandenberger and Miss Ann Gallagher is the sec- 
retary. It maintains a “Missing Persons Bureau,” 
which is conducted by Mrs. Theresa Baldwin, Miss

rections. 

Sometimes little Mary, just be- 
cause she was two years older 
than Johnny, would have crowded 
on her young shoulders the re- 
sponsibility of holding brother's 
hand, no matter what transpired, 
and it ‘was not her fault that she 
broke down under the strain and 
lost her charge. in some cases 
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ing stitl to get a better view, while 
the older child would be bent on 
keeping on the way, probably trying 
to stay up with the band or the 
moving columns; hence separations 
with tearful accompaniments were 
inevitable. Some of the womeh who 
fainted in the crowds that day only 
succumbed when they discovered 
that some loved one had disappeared 
in the crush. 

Thus it was that in a space of 
less than three hours the Central 
Police Station received no less than 
50 reports of lost children. As is 
usual in such cases, there was much 
hysteria attending these notifica- 
tions. The women of the depart- 
ment were anticipating a rush and . 
had their forces ready for action, | 
with the result that every youngster | 
was picked up and restored to home 
and mother before dark. Some of 
the children were too young to iell 
their names, or give any intelli- 
gent direction to the kindly dis- 
posed policewomen. But it hap- 
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pened in most cases that the lit- 
tle folk could give enough infor- 
mation to make it very easy te 
place them where they belonged.

and their activities deal with all re- 
ports concerning men, women and 
children who have strayed or other- 
wise disappeared from their homes 
and family circles. Much of this 
work has necessarily to do with 
girls, who have. suffered misfor- 
tune or mistreatment preceding 
their leaving home. But there is 
scarcely a day that they are not 
called upon to locate some lost or 
runaway child. 

Sometimes the disappearance is 
] intentional and follows a whip- 
ping or a severe scolding, but these 
little ones are never out of sight 
of their parents very long. The 
feminine section of the police sys- 
tem prides itself on the quick re 
sults it invariably gets when it is 
called into action. At times it 
happens that they pick up stray 
children for whom no fond or other- 
wise mothers or fathers seem to be 
particularly concerned: hence it 
follows that a child is occasionally 
turned over to the matron who 
must find it a place to gleep until 
its natural] protectors are located. 
Mrs. Mary Kintzing, who hag dis- 
charged the matronly duties at the 
Central Station for many years, has 
clean, comfortable beds for such 
luckless youths, and she makes it 
her business to provide suitable 


food in abundance for her little 
| transients. s

ians: so the little one is sure 
of a place any contingency,

even though it should be abandoned by heartless par- 
ents, which, unfortunately, is not any too rare gn oc- 
currence. The women who specialize this sort of of- 
ficial action declare that it balances their work to see 
the great concern and even anguish that is so often 
shown by mothers, while the search is on for their 
missing children. The impression the policewomen 
gather from such manifestations of mother love com- 
pensate for other instances when they have to note 
the utter absence of that supreme affection. 

Some of their quests have their accompaniment of 
the ludicrous, and these are furnished by women who 
scream before they are really hurt. A mother will 
miss her child and without making any extended in- 
quiry, will immediately call up the police and report 
the mysterious disappearance of little Katherine. She 
will also suspect some terrible calamity, and hint at 
kidnapers or perhaps a tragedy under the wheels of 
an automobile, but the policewoman does not become 
excited. She is used to this class of mothers, and 
she goes about the searching process without a particle 
of the emotion that throws the parent from one fit of 
hysterics into another. Offen she finds Katherine in 
the next block visiting one of her little friends, or, 
maybe, she has taken French leave to pay an unan- 
nounced visit to some aunt or other relative. When 
the missing. youngster is restored mother creates an- 
other demonstration and even vows punishment on 
the child that would give her such a shock, but she 
seldom, if ever, makes good her threat. 

Children who are reported missing are not always 
restored to their parents well and happy. Cases have 
been assigned to these women wherein there was no 
chance for such a happy termination. Children have 
been run down and killed by automobiles and drowned 
in the river or deep ponds, before their absence was 
even noticed by their parents. These are the investi- 
gations that make the lot of the policewoman a very 
unhappy one at times. Breaking the news to the 
mother, who is seeking her boy or girl, all unmindful 
of the tragic fact that the missing child is in the 
morgue, is a character of work that tries even the 
strongest of the feminine adjuncts of the “force,” but 
it is a duty that comes with the others and has to 
be performed. : 

Nearly every large city has its big missing child 
case. Philadelphia furnished one of the most startling 
chapters to the literature on this subject with its 
Charley Ross. The Ross child disappeared a good 
many years ago, and the country was searched from 
end to end by police and detectives, stimulated by the 
large rewards that were offered by the heart-broken 
parents of that boy. The outstanding case in the St. 
Louis records is that of George Susanka, for whom a 
search almost as thorough as that conducted for the 
Ross child was made, with the same result. Though 
there were clews in gbundance, the Susanka boy was 
never seen from the day he so mysteriously disappeared. 

The family lived at 1410 Dillon street, and on the 
afternoon of June 13, 1895, little George, who was then 
8, went to Lafayette Park in company with his broth- 
er Charley, 10, and his sister, Isabel, who was 12. They 
played until they ‘were fatigued and then there was 
some little argument over the game, which caused the 
youngest of the party to become piqued, also stub- 
born. He sat on the steps near the lake and refused

The 
church was not for him. He went at times to “meet- 
in’s” at Wolf Church of Possum Trot, but not for re- 
ligion. He loved to sing, and the mountain folks will 
tell you what a tenor voice he has. And he loved the 
young mountain girl to whom he offered his heart when 
he left for battle. For these two considerations, and 
these two alone, he went to “meetin’.” 

Then the new church came, the Church of Christ in 
Christian Union. The- Rev. R. C. Pile, known to his 
flock simply as “Rosier,” was the new pastor. A few 
people only would come at first to hear his creed.

HROUGH the “rough 
country” of the Upper 
Cumberlands the Wolf 
River runs, lean and 
swift.

But woven about them is the story of York and his 
people, a story that for its simplicity, its tenderness 
and its wild romance, reads like fiction. 

Alvin Cullom York was born Dec. 13, 1887. He was 
within one month of 30 years old when, on Nov. 13 
1917, he left home as a drafted man for Camp Gor 
don, Ga. Previous to that he had worked as a day 
laborer on the neighboring farms and roads. 

He was the first York ever in the army, as far back 
as the family can remember. He did not want to go. 
As a member of the Church of Christ in Christian 
Union, he did not believe in fighting. He was the head 
of a family of 10. The family was very poor. He tried 
to claim exemption and was told he had to go, anyhow. 
Even after he got to camp he was hard to convince 
that his duty lay in the army. He wrote back for affi- 
davits that he was needed at home. 

But, like others, he found that the army was easier 
to get into than out of. The story has already been 
told of how his Captain, by quoting scripture, at length 
eonvinced him of his duty to go ahead and make the 
best soldier he could. The best he could do was to 
kill 20 Germans single-handed in one brief encounter 
capture 132 and silence 50 machine guns, winning the 
Distinguished Service Cross and being singled out 
by the Commander in Chief of the American expedi- 
tionary forces as the author of the greatest single feat 
of heroism in the war

For some reason, 
probably because of his wife, his sympathies were 
with the Confederacy; and when all the men from 
Three Forks o' Wolf went into the Union army, he 
stayed at home. A man was murdered at the mill

and fled back te Michigan. His young wife, who had 
never been out of the mountains, followed him. The 
family of the man who was murdered followed him 
also, found him and brought him back. He was placed 
in jail, but the hatred of the others was too bitter to 
await his trial. He was brought out and shot, his 
body .tied to a horse’s tail: and as the animal raced 
down the mountain road the feudists pumped Brooks’ 
body full of lead. 

The Union men it was that killed him. But today 
his grandson, for bravery under the Union flag, has 
been decorated with the nation’s greatest honor. 

Alvin grew up as one of the wildest of the neighbor- 
hood. He drank, gambled and fought. Because of his 
immense size and strength men called him “Big Un,’ 
and the nickname is what he is known by up there 
now.

York. He made a good job of it, for the big moun- 
taineer is now third elder in the church, leader of the 
choir and preacher upon occasion.

A little conversation with any of York's neighbors 


will unfailingly bring out the fact that he was a dead 
shot in the fullest sense. He could kill a fox run- 
ning as far as he could see him.

He shet in the turkey matches, 
clipping the gobbler’s head at 60 yards. He shot in 
“pony purses” for money. In all the matches he al- 
ways excelled. 

Fox hunting, however, was his favorite sport, and 
in one season he has killed as many as 25, his mother 
seys. He hunted them far and wide over the moun- 
tains, and their skins, together with those of the 
coons, ‘possums and skunk, he sold for profit. 

“His father, too, was an extry sBhooter,’ said Mrs. 
York. “He used to win beeves and hogs and every- 
thing at their matches. Alvin tuck after him. Just 
like his paw, he was—no trouble for him to knock 'em.”’ 

Since he has been in France Seret. York has written 
twice a week to his mother. She keeps his last letter 
always on the mantel over the fireplace, and when 
the next letter comes she takes its predecessor to a 
big wooden box with all the others she has received 
from him since he has been away. 

In his last letter the big mountaineer shows his sim- 
ple love for his home and home folks.

coast, probably New York or Washington. 

No one in the thousands will be required to wear a 

telephone helmet or receiver. They will sit in vari- 
ous halls with no other equipment than their own 
ears, as they sit at a lecture or recital. Yet each 
word will come to them as clearly as if the President 
were there in person. 
. The miracles of invention have recently emerged 
before the world in such multitudes that even an an- 
nouncement such as this, beyond the wildest dreams 
of the necromancers of the middle ages, will stir 
scarcely a thrill of wonder. The imagination no long- 
er troubles itself to vision what an amazing feat of 
science this promise involves. Yet let us try for a 
monient to sense it. 

Far out in the ocean, as far away as the distance 
between St. Louis and New York, a ship is driving 
through the sea. On shore a great audience sits ex- 
pectant. Between them rolls a vast waste of bDil- 
lows and extends the invisible expanse of the atmos- 
phere. On board the ship a man speaks in a conver- 
sational tone. Instantly every word, every inflexion 
of the voice, flashes across that empty space and rings 
in the ears of the listeners on shore.

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Sound amplifier, enabling voice to carry 
two miles in open air. 


address distinctly among 15,000 persons assembled on 
and about the steps of the Treasury Building. 

Then, to test the amplifier aloné, Admiral Sims and 
Billie Burke, the actress, spoke through it to the 
crowd. Their voices were heard two miles away, such 
is the propulsive force of the instrument. 

The part of this three-fold apparatus peculiarly in 
use during the war was the anti-noise transmitter, 
because of its adaptability to airplane uses. It en- 
abied men on the same airplane to converse at ease, 
where before their voices had been swallowed up in 
the clamor of the engine. It, with wireless telephony, 
enabled aviators to speak to flying men on other 
planes, though long distances apart, and to communi- 
cate by word of mouth with the ground. It may be 
remembered as a wonder how President Wilson, using 
a wireless telephone, directed the movements of an 
airplane in the sky. 

The anti-noise transmitter was perfected two years 
ago, and the Government took over nearly the entire 
output of the San Francisco plant, which was operated 
by a force of 150 mechanics, working night and day. 


the throb of the ship’s engines, the beat 
of her propeller. : 

All this is magic, and many a Man 
has perished at the stake for witchcraft 
infinitely less potent. 

The wizards are three San Francisco 
men, and the devices they employ are 
three. The first is wireless telephony— 
which neither of them invented. The 
second is the anti-noise transmitter, 
which filters out every sound save that 
of speech. This is the creation of E. S.- 
Pridham and P. L. Jensen. The third 
is a sound amplifier, making it possible 
for the voice to carry two miles in the 
open air, which was invented by O. B. 
Moorehead. 


The three devices received a strik- 
ing test in Washington on the opening 
day of the Victory Loan campaign. Lieut. 
H. E. Metcal}f, a radio officer, while fly- 
ing at an altitude of 2600 feet, with no 
wire connection between himself and 
the ground, read into an anti-noise 
transmitter the text of President Wil- 
son's Victory Loan address. The trans- 
mitter faithfully excluded every vibra- 
tion of the roaring gnotors, and sent 
only the words, dropping down through 
space to an amplifier, which spread the

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Nearly 10,000 transmitters were supplied to the United 
States Government, 100 sets were sold to the French 


Government, and many others were sent to the Ca-— 


nadian Aircraft Co. in Ottawa, to equip British planes. 

So strictly was the secret kept that for more than a 
year not a word of the invention was permitted to 
creep into a single newspaper, magazine or trade jour- 
nal. When the inventors applied for a patent, the 
Commissioner of Patents in Washington alone exam- 
ined the papers, and no secord of the application was 
printed. 

But the Germans obtained some inkling of the mar- 
velous new device, and their flyers received instruc- 
tions to bring down intact a Yan<ee plane eqvipped 
with the mysterious telephone. It may be taken 
for granted that they mad the effort, but they did not 
succeed in capturing one plane so equipped. On the 
other hand, German planes with wireless telephone 
outfits were brought down, but the apparatus was very 
crude and inefficient. 

The telephone set, including both ‘receiver and 
transmitter, fits closely over the head. There is a 
tube for each ear, as in a physician's stethoscope, for 
the inventors believe that the only way to use a tele- 
phone is to listen with both ears. The transmitter, 
resembling a small collander, fits closely over the 
mouth. 

The airplane set fits inside the leather helmet worn 


by flyers, and the mouthpiece is held securely .in place: 


by means of straps, so that in speaking and listening 
it is unnecessary to use the hands. The transmitter 
carries no sound but that of the voice speaking into 
it, excluding the noise of the airplane motor and guna, 
The telephone has been used with perfect success along- 
side two Liberty motors roaring at the top of their 
voices. 

Jensen is a Dane, who came to America in 1910 
to set up the first wireless telephone system in this 
country. He reared towers on the ocean beach be- 
tween San Francisco and Los Angeles which were used 
in trasmitting the first wireless telephone messages 
in the United States. His towers are used today in 
wireless telegraphy,. sending and receiving Honolulu 
messages. 

During the influenza epidemic in the training camps 
last fall the telephone and amplifier were put to suc- 
cessful use in entertaining and instructing thousands 
of men whom the quarantine regulations forbade con- 
gregating together in buildings. 


TRAINING WAR PIGEONS 


HE carrier pigeon has stood the test of the world 
war. Numerous instances proye its worth as a 
bearer of messages in desperate situations where no 
other means are practicable, the pigeon 
frequently going through what no man 
can face. 


“The training of pigeons usually be- 
gins at eight weeks,” says W. F. Dis- 
mer of Washington, D. C., breeder and 
trainer of racing pigeons. “Like ath- 
letes, they must be trained gradually. 
The young birds are first taken a mile 
from the home loft and released to find 
their way back. This distance is slow- 
ly increased to 5, 10, 25, 100 and final- 
ly to 1500 or 1800 miles,” stated Mr. 
Dismer. “They are, of course, started 
off unfed, and their instinct carries 
them back to the place they were fed 
last. It is found that pigeons with 
young make the best speed. 

“The average speed of a racing pig- 
eon is 500 miles in 14 hours, though it 
cannot do this against the wind. The 
fastest known speed is 9. miles an 
hour, but this was with a strong fa- 
voring wind. Pigeons do not take their 
course ‘as the crow flies,’ as the ex- 
pression is; they adapt it to the wind. 
Distances in races, however, are meas- 
ured in a straight line between two 
points. The life of a racing pigeon is 
not long; a good one may be used for 
five years; but this is exceptional.

HETHER it is because misery loves 
company or merely because birds ofa 
feather flock together I do not know. 
But it is a fact that the two prin- 
cipal studios in which nothing but 
comedy pictures are made face each 
other in the Edendale district of 


Los Angeles. 

Just why this section of the City of Angels is called 
Edendale is rather obscure. It bears little resemblance 
to the original Garden of Eden. As one wag explained, 
it looks like the Garden of Eden might have looked 
if it hadn’t looked the way it did. So it is sufficient 
to state that here are the Mack Sennett and Fatty 
Arbuckle studios and let it go at that. 

The Mack Sennett studio is the biggest comedy studio 
in the world. Within its boarded precincts 26 “‘side- 
splitting comedies’ are made every year, not to men- 
tion several big comedy features. For the 26 program 
features are two reelers which are released every two 
weeks. 

Across the street at the Arbuckle studio only 12 com- 
edy pictures are made a year, which might justify one 
in asserting that it is not half as bad as the Sennett 
studio. But as I do not believe in accepting lesser 
evils I will confine my observations to the Sennett 
studio. 

Before I describe what I saw under the guidance of 
Mr. Sennett it is necessary to explain something about 
comedy films. In the first place, they are the most dif- 
ficult of all pictures to make. In fact, the making of 
the average five or six reel photoplay is child’s play 
compared with turning out a funny two reeler. 

In the second place, they are the most costly of all 
pictures to manufacture, the big super-productions 
alone excepted. And, thirdly, Mack Sennett is recog- 
nized as the foremost producer of this type of film, 
with the exception, of course, of Charlie Chaplin. 

There are many people making comedy pictures, but 
none has been as uniformly successful as Mr. Sennett. 
He has amassed a big fortune in the comedy game, 
as it is called. It°is quite likely that he is the 


wealthiest member of the movie colony in Southern 
California, for while Fairbanks, Mary Pickford and 
two or three earn enormous sums at the present time, 
Mack Sennett has been making big profits for the last 


spectacle of three comedians rapping each 

other’s heads with rubber mallets was the

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10 years. Consequently his views on comedy films 
are authoritative, if nothing else. 

In one respect his studio is unique. ° Mr. Sennett is 
au Irishman—he has the appearance and manner of a 
good-natured Irish cop—and he won't tolerate the.ele- 
ment that has crept into the other studios. It is his 
beast he only employs Irishmen “or other Gentiles.” 
And for the benefit of the dear unfair sex I will add 
that he is a bachelor. : 

The morning I arrived at his studio the cross-eyed 
Ben Turpin and his side partners, Charles Lynn and 
Chester Conklin, were engaged in hitting each other 
over the head with rubber mallets. They were at work 
on one of their typical scenes in which the comedy 
husband returns to his comédy home to find his comedy 
wife in the arms of his comedy false friend—with the 
inevitable exchange of comedy blows. 

I have witnessed many sad sights, but this spectacle 
of Ben Turpin and Charles Lynn rapping each other's

it was ever my misfortune to gaze upon. Before I| ar- 
rived in Los Angeles I pictured the Mack Sennett 
studio as one of the gay spots in the City of Unburied 
Dead. I imagined that I would be convulsed with 
laughter while watching the funny pictures in the mak- 
ing and that a score of beautiful bathing beauties 
would be there to react with me from the amusing 
stunts. 

Alas! another fond illusion shattered. The making 
of a Sennett comedy is one of the most unfunny sights 
imaginable. And the funnier they are when they 
are shown on the screen the more unfunny they are 
in the process of manufacture. For while it may be 
amusing to see a man hit on the head with a rubber 
mallet—once—when that same blow is rehearsed half 
a dozen times and “shot” at least three times, it is 
about as comic as a piece of crepe. Every bit of funny 
business has to be planned and worked out step by 
step, with the result 
that in the making of 
a Sennett pictuge there 
is no spontaneity., The 
finished film may ab- 
solutely convulse a 
convention of under- 
takers; it may be a 
succession of abdomi- 
nal laughs from start 
to finish, but in the 
making it is not only 
serious but lugubrious 
work. 


And the beautiful 
bathing beauties? It 
was just my luck to 
miss them. Mr. Sen- 
nett had sent them to 
San Francisco to ap- 
pear personally with 
one of his new films, 
and also, as he con- 
fided to me, to give

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them a@ little vacation from the studio. To be sure, I ~ 


saw Miss Myrtle Prevost and one or two other fa- 
mous “‘peaches,’”’ but Myrtle Lynd, Vera Stedman, Vir- 
giria Warwick and Mary Thurman were far away. 

“Making these two reelers is one-tenth inspiration 
and nine-tenths perspiration,” said Mr. Sennett, after 
watching the edifying slugging match between Ben 
Turpin and Charles Lynn for several minutes. “It’s 
very different from making film dramas, where you 
have a scenario and know what you are going to do. 
Here we have to think up new stunts, try them out 
and find out if they are funny on the screen. Of 
course, I plan out the stories in a general way, but 
their effectiveness is largely dependent upon their 
treatment. It is up to the various directors, with the 
assistance of the principal comedians, to evolve new 
stunts and work them out. And I want to tell you 
that it is the hardest kind of work. We sweat blood 
over them.” ? 

“But have you ever stopped to analyze them?” I 
asked. 

“Of course nothing is simpler.”’ replied the originator 
of the Keystone Cop. “Nearly all the comedy films we 
make are based on the triangle of the old-fashioned 
French farce—the wife, the husband and the hHusband’s 
false friend. In fact, if we attempt anything else it 
doesn’t work out. Toward the end of each picture 
we have what is called a rally or a speeding up of 
the action, usually a chase of some kind, in order 
to bolster up the interest of the spectators. . Most of 
our pictures are made on this basis. We occasionally 
try out other plots, but, as I say, they don’t come out 
satisfactorily. Just at present, for instance, we are 
making an exyeriment with a comedy film with a 
beautiful woman for the central figure, with two rival 
suitors furnishing the laughs, but we don’t know how 
funny it will be until we get it finished. I'm very 
much afraid we'll have to go back to the husband, wife 
and false friend,” he sighed. “Pretty hard lines, 
isn’t it?” 

“It’s pretty hard lines for the people who have to 
see them,” I admitted, recalling some wasted evenings 
in so-called temples devoted to film. art. 

For the first time since I arrived at the studio a 
smile appeared on Mack Sennett's face. ° 


“It's a wonder that I am not in the psychopathic 
ward of some hospital,” he confided. “You can't 
imagine the strain I'm under turning out oxe of these 
comedies every two weeks. Some of them are pretty 
bad, but on the whole they are a lot better than they 
Wsed to be.” 

As it was nearly 1 o'clock by this time, Mr. Sennett 
suggested luncheon, and we repaired to the studio 
cafeteria, which is patronized by everyone on his pay- 
roll, from stars to office boys. Here we were given 
huge trays, and I was instructed to present myself to 
the chef, who would give me anything he happened to 
have the most of. After my tray was loaded down with 
half-dozen different dishes a brass check was hurled on 
it and I managed to stagger to a table, where I was 
joined by Mr. Sennett, who was not at.all annoyed by 
this strange proceeding. It was my first experience 
in a Los Angeles cafeteria, and, I hope, my last one. 
My suggestion that there were no waitresses because 
they were all stars in the movies did not get a rise 
out of my host. But I thought it was not bad for a 
cafeteria sally. 

At the conclusion of our repast we went to the pro- 
jection room to see the previqus day’s run. As six or 
seven takes of each scene were run off, without sub- 
titles or anything to give me an idea of their connec- 
tion, it was about as jolly as seeing the same movie 
six times in succession.
